Merchants* 8. N. Co., writes a3 follows to’ the 
N. G. Duily News :—As thu leader in your 
jasne ofthe 12th in-tant relating to the recent 
mecting ofthe Chamber of Commeres, culled to 
consider the introduction of Bonded Wurshonses, 
appaniy to myself only to onnucinte tho views 
of ona section of the mercantile community, 1 
would ask of you.for space in your columns to 
point. out what may bo equally fairly advanced 
as regards’ the other side of tho qnostion. 

At the solicitation of the represantr.iver of 
friendly Powers, H.1.C.M ’s Government has de- 
cided (0 concedd the storia of merchandise in 
“Bonded Warohouses” gud, uotwithstinding the 
objections to which you huve accorded your sup- 
port, it sromsto myself but matural thatin so doing 
it should delerate the execution of the schomu 
to 2 body consisting entirely of ils own nationals 
and which is already extrasted wilh oumerous 
duties by the State. 

As illustrating tho undoniable forces of this 
argument I would ask, supposing Chinese mer- 
chants in number were to emigrato to England, 
can it be imagined for a aingle instant‘that they 
would be permitwd to have, tho control of the 
Bonded Warchunsesia London 2 Thon'take the 
next country in importance ia its doalings with 
China, America; it positively would not ba enfe, 
in that “land of treadom” for nny ona to oven 
maot such a thing! The restrictions imposed on 
Chinese in the United Stvtvs areof ton notorious 
a character to need my divelling thereon. 

Tt may possibly be aanght to contond that the 
laws of Extraterritoriality obtaining in China

‘Tlie erops are destroyed, tho storos of grain aro 
lost, and the miserable people have lost hansos 
furniture, money, enttle, in fact everything. 
Thore are no rpaces of dry ground available for 
refnge; no matorinls for hutling or protecting 
the people fram the winter cold; no food, and 
no rooans of golting any from other places, It 
is doubtful whethor material can ba colleoted 
togothor for repairing the broken banks, ard in 
threo or four months from this time tho snows 
will begin to melt, the npper reachesof the rivor 
will Ghon rise, and new’ floods will pour over tho 
submerged country. .The' loss of lite, and the 
gonoral affliction among the sufferers during 
this wintor will be appalling. It might be wall 
to deviva some rough and renidy means of omigra- | 
lion, There aro still vast’ spaces of fortilo 
grouodin China. ravaged and depopulated in 
the Taiping 9 “glen ‘rebellions, which might 
bo ovonpied ant cunivated. 

After 1865-0 reat number of destitute mon, 
women, and chillren—young and old-all des- 
titute, helpless, famine-strickoa avd despairing, 
cama aroind Chingkiang. Some 60,000 it was 
said,” The Taotar of those days was a very 
practical and high-minded sma. He ‘fed ihe 
people as woll as he conld from bis poor resour- 
ces, a9 Chingkiang too had been ravaged in the 
rebellion that had ren‘lered the crowd of refa- 
foes homoloss and destitute. Sooa, however, 
the Taotai was at his wit’s ond, and it becsme 
necessary to gut rid of the refugeos, He quick- 
ly made decision, Along the line of the Giraud 
Cunal, between Chinekiang and Soochow, thora 
were large spaces of Waste ground, desérte 1 and 
ont of cultivation, Tho lands aro amone the, 
most fertile of China, but the Taipings had de- 
vastated the distrinis most effectually. -Lurce 
walled towns woro in tnins, without one inhabi- 
tant, The villages wero in ruins; the ance for- 
tile Gelds wore oveyzrown with weeds. Tho 
Chingkiang Taotai collected the rofuzees, formed. 
them into bands under head-men, and sent them 
to the deserted districts. He gave them coarse 
rice to subsivt upon for a tiino, seed for crops, 
and cuktings of mulberry trees. Thorebol ravage 
hnd boeu so completo that even to. this date 
rearoely any of the ground has baen reclaimed 
by tha original owners; they wore destroyed 
root and branoh, so the land is now possessed 
by the once misorable and starving aqurtters. 
Last year the 60,000 had incroasod: to over 
400,000, and as other peoplo hava come in tha

Tha Seventh Prince had a fainting fii on the 
_ 8rd inst., which gave riso to the rumour that 
the end had come. His symptoms are nnabuted, 
Tho: stomach’ cannot digest nor retain ‘nowrish- 
ment. .No hopesaro entortained of his recovery ; 
indeed the coffin and the trappings of tho 
journsy to the inst resting place are already 
in the house, and the-mourners ut thq gate. 
, The sucorssor to the Seventh Prince is freely 
diccussad by the people, who are forbidden to 
talk polilics. Prince Kung is universally no- 
winated as the next adviser -to the Throne. 
For many years His Imperial Highness aequit- 
ted himself admirably under the strosy of a 
strange and novel situation. Latterly he is said 
to‘have ‘beeomo somowhat languid ‘in the dis- 
charge of his functions, and since his diamissal 
fron: the counsels of. {he Fimpress he has kept 
ont. ofithe political current, and has indulged his 
lova of mountain scenery and of a quiet life by 
frequonting the monasteries. Although Prince 
Kung is ineomparably the most exporignced in 
affairs of all Chineso vtatesmen, and was an ex: 
collent minister in hia day, it doas not Follow that 
hiy re-instatementinthe Prosidenoy of the T-nng- 
i Yamén will answer all expectations.
